Notwithstanding the presumption of the 
Governor of Manilla, the capital of the 
Philippine islands, that if any disturbance 
had m taking place in the neighboring 
islands he would have been informed of it, 
it can no longer be doubted that the 
Spaniards have Beat conducting themselves 
in a high-handed manner towards the 
American Missionaries stationed on the 
Caroline Islands. Letters received from 
several of the missionaries give acceunts of 
the shelling of the mission and of other 
circumstances by which the station was 
entirely broken up, and of other restrictions 
which have practically brought about a sus- 

nsion of all missionary operations. A 

espatch from Boston to the New York 
Tribune states that in view of the informa- 
tion received the American Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions have laid the 
matter before Secretary Blaine; who, sup- 
plied with copies of the letters relating to 
the — wreck of the mission property, 
has brought the matter before the attention 
of the Spanish Government and given notice 
that reparation would be asked for the de- 
struction of the property and for the inter- 
ruption of the work of the missionaries 
There can be no doubt that the case is one 
of gross violation of the terms of the treaty 
made three years ago, by which in lieu 
of the United States agreeing to recognize 
the sovereignty of Spain in the Caroline 
islands the Sanish Government guaranteed 
to protect the American Missionaries and to 
allow them to continue their religious work 
uninterrupted and unhindered. For over 
forty years American Missionaries have been 
laboring on these islands, during which time 
they have acquired important property 
rights as well as developed a strong religious 
cause. To deprive them of the fruits of 
their toil without good reasons would be an 
injustice which it is not likely the United 
States will tamely allow. 


To Abolish Breach of Promise C:ses, 


A bill of more than ordinary general in- 
terest is spoken of as likely to te introduced 
into the British Parliament during the cum- 
ing session. This is a measure for the aboli- 
tion of action for breach of promise of mar 
riage. For nearly two hundred and fifty 
years the English courts have permitted 
actions on the ground of wounded teelings. 
At first documentary evidence of promise 
was required, but latterly mere verbal proof 
has been considered sufficient. The ease 
with which the existing law can be convert- 
ed into an instrument of blackmail and ex- 
tortion, and the conviction that it has in 
many instances been so employed, have creat- 
ed, it isstated, to avery general feeling among 
members of the government and leading 
lawyers on both a of the House, that a 
radical change in the law is necessary. Eng- 
land, including the colonies, Germany and 
the United States are the only countries 
which permit of action on these grounds, In 
Germany thedamages are fixed at one-fifth of 
the dower agreed npon, which considering 
the proverbially s bridal dowers among 
the Germans, does not equal the average 
amount which English and American juries 

erally award. In Italy, Austria, Hol- 
and and France, the defaulting lover is 
liable only in so far as his or her fault has 
caused actual iary damage. That it 
would be in the interest of society to have 
the law completely annulled may be doubt- 
ed. All young persons are not hon>rable in 
these ma.ters, and it may be presumed that 
the fear of legal process has deterred many 
from a wicked attempt to arouse feelings 
which they had no intention of reciprocat- 
ing. The boast of conquests in this field is 
not unheard of. If, therefore, jilted lovers 
had no legal redress it may be concluded 
that wounded hearts would be greatly mul- 
tiplied. On the other hand there is force in 
the objections of a contemporary that the 
present law is neither logical nor equitable. 
‘*For a young and pretty plaintiff,” says 
he, ‘‘ will always be able to sccure larger 
damages than a middle-aged and homely 
woman, although itis obviously the latter 
who suffers most by the breach of an en-

Does England pay too much for her mili- 
tary resources? isthe question which the 
| paper of Sir Charles Dilke recently read be- 
tore the Ro Statistical society on the 
army cost of England as with Ger- 
many and France, is leading man lish- 
men to ponder, According to Sir Charles’ 
figures the annual cost of the British army, 
including the forces at home and abroad, is 
$177,500,000, while that of is about 
$167,500,000 and of France a little over 
$140,000,000. Representing this outlay of 
$177,500,000 is an army 765,000 strong, made 
up as follows ; 211,000 regular soldiers scat- 
tered throughout the em ire, 124,000 native 
troops in India, 05,000 of the first class army 
reserve, 2,000 of the second-class army re- 
serve, 117,000 militia, 11,000 yeomanry, 
224,000 volunteers, and 21,000 described as 
odds and ends. These compri 
every thing from the battalions 
Guards to the Irish Constab: 
Helena Militia, and the native, policemen in 
Ireland. In the matter of equipment Eng- 
land has 12,000 horses and nominally 600 
guns of which it is caloulated not more than 
320 could be placed in the field. As against 
this showing it is claimed that either Ger- 
many or France can putin the field on the 
twenty-first day of mobilization over 2,000,- 
000 soldiers of uniform quality with between 
3,000 and 4,000 guns while behind this 
stupendous force would be held in reserve « 
vast garrison and territorial army. In this 
view the odds are greatly against England. 
The picture is not without relief however. 
On the one hand it must be borne in mind 
that England has to pay the market rate 
for soldiers, whereas on the Continent these 
re secured by compulsidn. Then, too, the 
great extent of the British empire, with pos- 
sessions in every quarter of the globe re- 
quiring defence, involves an expenditure in

Opin- 
ions upon the subject will always remain 
divided. But whatever may be said con- 
cerning the relative cost and efficiency of 
the three armies in question, this will hardly 
be denied that the expenditure of 
$485,000,000 every in instructing men 
how to kill their fellow men and in holding 
them in readiness for that purpose is an 
evidence that much of the savage still re- 
mains in our civilization, and shows how far 
the natioas are from realizing the divine 
truth, in so many ways emphasized, that all 
men are brethren.

Women in Church Councils, 


Surely the women of the present genera- 
tion must feel flatte:cd with the attention 
the so-called lords of creation are bestowing 
upon them. Not to mention the respect and 
homage which individual men have paid to 
individual women—for in this there is noth- 
ing new—the spectacle of large bodies of 
men gravely considering the question of 
woman’s relation to the church and the 
state, and trying to fix the bounds of her 
activity rnd influence is certainly a feature 
peculiar to these latter days. This novel 
sight was witnessed when at the last session 
of the General Cenference of the Methodist 
ee Chure of the United States 
more than a day was spent in discassing the 
question whether women should be admitted 
as delegates to that body. And now all 
eyes are turning to the Presbyterian Church 
of that country which, as if feeling the in- 
fluence of the agitation in the Methodist 
body, is seriously debating whether that 
historic church shall revive the primitive 
order of deaconesses, The first gun in the 
coming hattle was fired in the New York 
presbytery the other day when the report of 
the committee to whom the matter had 
been referred was taken into consideration. 
In support of the majority report, which was 
adverse to the revival of the order, it was 
argued that the order was without scrip- 
tural warrant, that it owed its origin in the 
early Church to the converts from heathen- 
ism who had been used to goddesses ard 

riéstesses, and that if women could be 

eaconesses, they could, logically, be elders 
and ministers. On the other hand those 
who favored the institution of the order, 
while admitting the silence of the Scrip- 
tures for and against, wanted to express in 
this manner their recognition of the relig- 
ious work now done by women.

If all the farmed land was properly farm- 
ed, and the increase was only one-half what 
Hurlbert’s informant found it to be, that 
would, on 15,000,000 acres of farmed land, 
mean an increase to the national income of 
about $150,000,000.

THE FISHERIES, 


Dennis says (p. 44) : ‘‘ A coast lineof about 
2,000 miles, broken into a large number of 
excellent harbours, waters teeming with fish, 
a race of hardy fishermen, all these natural 
advantages for carrying on a great fishing 
industry, exist in Ireland. Yet these et 
natural advantages are thrown away. t- 
land with less fruitful seas, supports by her 
fisheries 140 per 1,000 of her Ee 
Ireland supports less than 4 per 1,000.” On 
his data there are about 500,000 supported 
by the fisheries in Scotland only about 20,- 
000 in Ireland. Fishermen estimated to num- 
ber nearly 100,000, come from other countries 
and do well round the Irish coast. If, during 
this generation, one-tenth of the exertion 
wasted on sterile political agitation had been 
diverted to developing the fisheries the 20,- 
000 would have been increased more than 
ten-fold. 


QUARRIES AND MINES, 


Dennis shows that these are greatly neg- 
lected. He states that thereis ‘‘a vast 
body of coal just as accessible as much of the 
coal now worked in Great Britain, and a 
vast body of iron ore yielding an exception- 
ally high average, but that not a single ton 
of iron ore is smelted in Ireland. The best 
black marble in the world is found on the 
shores ef Lough Corrib.” All sorts of valu- 
able stone are to be found, but, speakin 
generally, they are “‘ practically unntilized. 

Hurlbert (p. 118) was astonished that 
nothing had been done with the beautiful 
salmon and rose-coloured granite, lying 
alongside tide water in great cubical blocks, 
ready with asmall outlay. for shipment. 
Ireland abounds with neglected mineral re- 
sources. 


CAPITAL AVOIDS INSECURITY. 


In London there is never less than £100,. 
000,000 waitingforinvestment. Capitalist 
will invest in Reypslan funds yielding 3} 

r cent., but net in Ireland, with nominal- 
y & larger return, but combined with inse- 
curity. Whata sorrowful reflection—that 
in Mohammedan Egypt, with the hostile 
Mahdi hovering on the borders, there is 
better securit ter foreign capital, than in 
the South and West of Christian Ireland ! 
The Land Act of 1881 partially confiscated 
$250,000,000 invested under the Insumbered 
Estates Act, with the security of a govern- 
ment title. After that object-lesson, su 

lemented by the general working of the 
nd Act, the League agitation, and the 
eneral insecurity to property, “person and 
ife, resulting therefrom—there is no hope 
for the present of Bi Naty British capital 
being invested in Ireland. If the Home 
Rule Agitation was formally abandoned, and 
the security for property, person, and life, 
rmanently raised te the English level, 
ritish capital would flood that half-deve 
lo country—its vast resources would be 
utilized, and within a few years the National 
income would be doubled. But the flour- 
ishing trade of Irish Patriots would then 
painfully realize the true inwardness of the 
cry of the Ephesians ‘‘ Sirs, by this craft we 
have our living.” 


Practically by the combined action of the 
Home Rule agitation, and long-continued 
eneral insecurity, Ireland loses at least 
$300,000,000 perannum. As its population 
now isabout 4,700,000, this is roughly, on 
an average, about $3.15 per family of five. 
If the labour and means which have been 
devoted to agitation during the last seventy 
years, had been employed in develeping the 
resources of Ireland, it would now have been 
one of the most prosperous countries in the 
world, with less than one-half of its present 
amount of crime.

Progress in China.” 


The progress of individual independence 
in China is illustrated ina recent decree 
from the Emperor dealing with the remon- 
strance of a censor against his Majesty's ex- 
travagauce in erecting certain buildings for 
himself while distress prevails among the 
people in north China.

As soon as a hunter sights the glossy head 
of an otter he raises his paddle and points in 
the direction in which the animal was seen. 
The scattered bidarkas then close up so as to 
form an extended circle about the spot indi- 
cated, and stillin silence await the reap- 
pearance of the otter. This is sure to be 
about ten minutes, as at the end of that in- 
terval he must come to the surface to 
breathe, going down again after remaining 
there a few seconds.

Best Fertilizer for Oabbage Hills, 


Either ashes or bone separately, or phos- 
age such as are to be found in the mar- 

et, make excellent starters for cabbage, 
when well mixed in the hills. I have some- 
times put these in the hills before planting. 
At other times, when I had reason to fear 
that they would not be sufficiently well 
mixed with the soil to prevent killing the 
young bpieate. I have had them scattered 
around the plants just before hoeing them, 
taking care to cover the fertilizer with the 
earth drawn around the plants. 

During the ~— season I have tried a new 
method, which has afforded me great satis- 
faction. I first spread a two-inch layer of 
fine soi] on the shed ‘floor, which I moistened 
well with the sprinkler, and then had two 
inches of flour of bone, also well sprinkled, 
‘and then finally from one to two inches of 
unleached wood ashes, which was also well 
moistened. In this order I formed a heap 
about three feet high. In about a fortnight 
this heap had heated. sufficiently to dry the 
moisture, when it was cut down with a hoe 
and all the dry lumps knocked up fine. [ 
used a eleaed handful of the mixture in each 
re ee hill before planting. _ ‘

AMONG CANNIBALS. 


Adventures of a Scotch Missionary tn the 
New Hebrides, 

The Rev. William Watt, a missionary of 
the New Zealand Presbyterian Church, on 
the Island of Tanna, in the New Hebrides 
Islands, recent] il a visit to Kansas 
City. Mr. Watt is a tall and bearded Scotch- 
man. To a Journal reporter he said :— 
‘On the island of Tanna, where Iam station- 
ed, there are 18 missionaries 140 native 
teachers. The population of the island is 
about 60,000. The natives are of a brownish 
colour and are almost entirely uncivilised, 
although the 
teachings of Christianity and are gradually 
adopting the customs of civilised beings. In 

savage state they go entirely naked, 
and are fierce canni They eat only 
those killed or captured in war. In 1839 
they killed and ate two missionaries named 
Harris and Williams. In 1862 Gordon and 
his wife ished the same means, 
and in 1873 Gordon's brother suffered a like

horrible fate. You see they have not gotten 


me yet, and I prestime they think I am too 
lean to be table and toothsome. The 
islanders are a thriftless set of le, livin 
solely off the natural products of the soil, 
such as the yam, banana, bread fruit, cocoa- 
nut, &c., which win great profusion in 
that semi-tropical climate. The bread fruit 
is supposed by most le to be an article 
of food that can be she ed from the tree 
and eaten without any preparation, but, on 
the contrary, it has to be pre by cook- 
ing it. The natives possess almost no prop- 
erty and seem to have no idea of its accum- 
ulation and use. The native worship is 
idolatry and a worship of their ancesters. 
Some of the islanders have wooden gods, 
and rags to a deities. The ey 
ractice polygamy and intermarry closely. 
Bat while nes hold it legal Sox sisters’ 
children or brothers’ and sisters’ children to 
» they do not allow the children of 
brothers to marry each other. Indeed, it is 
considered the thing for a brother's son to 
a sister's daughter, and these daugh- 
ters are all called wives by the son, although 
he may claim but one of them in marriage. 


Severe Weather in Europe. 

This week was the eighth of the preval- 
ence of frost throughout Great Britain, with 
no signs of abatement of the severity of the 
weather. From John O'Groat’s house to 
Land’s End the country is wrapped in snow, 
and canals and.streams are ia bead. Even 
® number of rivers are frozen fast. For 
duration of the frost period this is the great- 
est winter of the century and in point of 
severity the winters of 1813 and 1814 alone 
exceeded it. In every country on the contin- 
ent of Europe there is suffering because of 
the severe weather. At the north German 
port of Cuxhaven twenty-nine steamships 
are ice bound. A number of steamers are 
drifting helplessly between Ottendorf and 
Brunsbuttel. At Hamburg navigation is 

tly impeded by the immense blocks of 
ice which fill the river. At Antwerp 10,000 
workmen have been thrown out of employ- 
ment. The misery caused among the poorer 
classes in consequence is widespread and in- 
tense. Dispatches from the German ports 
of Lubeck, Stettin and Swinemunde allt tell 
of the inaccessibility of their harbors on ac- 
count of ice and say that navigation has 
ceased. In Berlin the temperature is 16 de- 
es Fahrenheit. The Harz railway is snow 
locked and the mails usually conveyed by 
its trains are now transported in - sleighs. 
All Bavaria is covered with snow and in the 
country between the Danube and the Al 
the snow is eighteen inches deep. In north- 
ern Italy snow to fallon Wednesday.

round sufficiently to be able to give some 
idea to the magistrates before whom they 
~were taken of their antecedents. They 
roved to be three brothers and a sister 
rom Barsac, in the department of the Gir- 
onde. Believing that they were in the 
power of evil spirits, they sold all their 
roperty, and undertook a pilgrimage to the 
oR aedey They arrived without resources 
in Palestine, whence they were sent to 
France by a Consul, and on landing the pen- 
niless palmers tramped as far as the Tournay 
wood, where they resolved to remain. In 
this place they had subsisted for several 
weeks on roots, herbs, and berries. These 
poor people have been well looked after 
since their arrest, and will be sent to their 
native place as soon as they have recovered 

from the effects of their privations.

Bonnet shapes are sometimes completely 
covered with feathers. On the front is dis- 
played a feather butterfly ora moth, in silver 
or gold ; a little ‘‘ chick” in gold and feather 
is the odd ornament of a pretty toque in 
black and gold tulle. 

What is called a toque-capote—this shape 
is somewhat larger than the simple toque 
shape—has its top worked in red, blue, 
green and yellow beads, in a pattern of 
points, all of which meet in the centre of 
the crown. A band of velvet on the brim 
rors sg a vine pattern in the same beads, 
with a small of scarlet velvet crossing 
the band in the centre of the front. The 
strings are of dark red velvet. 

There are many varieties of large beaver 
hats, as well as of the turbans, in vevet; 
some very small, others large, which are use- 
ful for tes pping. The cloth capotes are 
usually edged with feather bands or dark fur. 
The size is larger this winter than last, Two 
colors, or two shades of a color, are seen in 
some capotes. A shrim — is associated 
with a dark red, or a ig tand dark green 
are seen together, Cloth is embroidered with 
chenille on bandla. Examples of an edging of 
black ostrich feathers on reds and blues are 
seen, the cloth being handworked in gold 
beads. The band is sometimes of sealskin. 

A gorgeous example is sometimes seen in 
& hat of black velvet, displaying a small 
macaw witha very long tail, the plumage 
showing the red, blue and yellow of this 
brilliant bird. If sucha hat be chosen, the 
dress should be either black or very dark. 

There are Polish caps as well as the Rus- 
sian turban shape introduced last year, and 
which is high-set and not becoming to all 
faces, but commendable for its quiet looks 
and compact form. 

There is a good deal of glace plush shown 
in visiting bonnets, and the crowns are us- 
ually flat and low. The clusters of tips in 
groups of three, of which the centre one 
curls forward, as well as stands upright, 
and the side ones droop right and left, are a 
faverite trimming. 

Sometimes a band of turquoise beads laid 
on velvet encircles the top of the brow just 
above the fringe of hair, and above this band 
will be seen a band of flowers. The open 
crowns, which are intended to display the 
coils of the hair, and are especially pretty 
when showing a mass of blonde curls, have 
no trimming except two or three rows of 
velvet, on which turquoise bead trimming, 
large gold beads tapering off to a small size 
at the back, rows of garnet-like studs, or 
several rows of very amall pale green beads 
or seed-pearls are displayed. 

Round hats of light color sometimes show 
banda of cloth or velvet, or have the entire 
crown of corduroy. Squirrels’ heads are 
among the prettiest trimmings for suck hats.

Tea ny Vision of Time, 


A *‘solar day ” is measured by the rotation 
of the earth upon its axis and is of different 
lenghts, owing to the ellipticity of the 
earth’s orbit and other causes ; but a mean 
solar day is twenty-four hours long, as re- 
vorded by time pieces. An ‘astronomical 
lay” commences at noon and is counted 
from the first to the twenty-fourth hour. A 
‘* civil day” commences at midnight and is 
counted from the first to the twelfth hours, 
when it is again counted from the first to 
the twelfth at night. A ‘‘ nautical day” is 
counted asa “civil day,” only that the 
reckoning is — at noon, as with the 
‘astronomical day.” A “calendar month ” 
varies in length from 28 to 31 days. A mean 
‘** lunar month” is 29 days, 12 hours, 44 
minutes, 2 seconds and 5,24 thirds. 

A “ year” is divided into 365 days. A 
‘solar year,” which is the time occupied 
by the sun in ing from one vernal 
ninox to another, consists of 365.24244 
solar days, which is equal to 365 days, 5 
hours, 48 minutes and 49526 seconds. 
A “ Julian year” is 365 days. A 
** Gregorianyyear ” is 365.2425 days. Every 
fourth year is ‘‘ Biesextile” or ‘ leap-year,” 
and is 366 days in length. The error in the 
Gregorian mode of reckoning time amounts 
to but one day in 3,571.4286 years.—([St 
Louis Republic.

Sir John A. Macdonald on Saturday 
last issued a manifesto “ to the Electors 
of Canada,” in which he makes a vigor- 
ous appeal once more for their votes and 
confidence.

“To you Canadians, I appeal. Under 
the broad folds of the Union Jack we 
enjoy the most ample liberty to govern 
ourselves as we please, and at the same 
time we participate in the advantages 
which flow from association with the 
mightiest empire the world has ever 
seen. Not only are we free to manage 
our domestic concerns, but, practically, 
we possess the privilege of making our 
own treaties with foreign countries,and 
in our relations with the outside world 
we enjoy the prestige inspired by ‘a 
consciousness of the fact that behind us 
towers the majesty of England. | 


* KER EK As for myself, my 
course is clear ; a British subject I was 
born, a British subject I will die. With 
my utmost effort, with my latest breath 
will I oppose the “veiled treason” which 
attempts by sordid means and mercenary 
proffers to lure our people from their 
allegiance.

The Hawalin Islands. 


As touching the Hawaiin islands which 
for upwards of a hundred years have been 
known to the civilized world—having heen 
discovered by Capt. Cook in 1788—they are 
the most important Polynesian group in the 
North Pacific. They are twelve in number, 
eight inhabited, and four uninhabited. The 
natives which belong t»the Malayo?o! ne 
sian race, are thus described by a writer 
inthe Britannica: ‘‘ The Hawaiians are a 
good-tempered, light-hearted, and pleasure 
loving race. Their reddish-brown skin has 
been compared to the hew of tarnished cop. 
per. The hair, usually raven black, is 
straight or at most wavy ; the beard is thin, 
the face broad, the profile not prominent, 
the nose rather flattened, and the lips thick. 
The bulk of the population are of moderate 
stature, but the chiefs and the women of 
their families are remarkable for height.” 
Like the natives of Polynesia generally the 
Hawaiians were orignally idolaters and can- 
nibals. Despite the moral and material 
progress which has been made in the islands 
since the introduction of Christainity in 1890 
the race is dying out, and, indeed is threa- 
taned with extinction in the course of a few 
years.

Child Life Insurance, 


The subject of child life assurance is at 
— attracting considerable attention in 

ngland. Statistics show that out of a total 
number of about five million insurable child. 
ren, four millions, or eighty per cent, are on 
the books of the insurance companies, The 
purpose of the insurance is to make pro- 
vision for funeral and other incidental ex. 
penses in case of the death of children. It 
is charged against the system that it tends 
to child murder. Thia is the opinion of the 
Bishop of Peterborough, of Justices Day and 
Wills, and of many English Coroners So 
convinced of this tendency is the Bishop of 
Peterborough that he has rought forward a 
measure in the House of Lords limiting the 
sum for which a child may be insured to 
xbout the cost of burial and prohibiting the 
insurance of children under ten years ¢f age. 
Mr. Justice Day has spoken of the child 
life insurances societies as “those pests of 
society ; those deadly societies which insure 
children, which seem to be instituted fcr the 
destruction ot children, for the perpetration 
of murder”; and Mr. Justice Wills has said: 
“Oftentimes it would be a much more correct 
definition of these so-called life insurance 
societies to say that they are death insurance 
societies.” On the other hand the practice 
is not without defenders. In an article in 
the Fortnightly Review Capt. Pembroke 
Marshall contends that the opposers of the 
practice have not made out a good case. He 
states that while only 45 Coroners havo ex- 
pressed the opinion that child life insurance 
is an incentive to murder, 118 Coroners have 
stated that ‘‘ insurance for burial money had 
not the evil influence al ”" He cs 
that the deaths of insured children from 
neglectand starvation are dué to the ignor- 
ance and poverty of the lower classes, and 
that the privilege of child life insurance is 
an advantage to the thrifty poor and greatly 
valued by them. He quotes one authority 
assaying that ‘‘in case the system is inter- 
fered with the independence which the 
working classes of the country so much 
value would be seriously sapped, and the 
practice might be restored of taking around 
the hat, which was now looked wpe as a dis- 
grace.’ One of the opposers of the present 
practice suggests that instead of life insur- 
ance socie ies, burial clubs be established on 
@ plan similar te that of the “ sick clubs” 
in which the payment goes not to ‘he nt 
but to the doctor. So in burial clubs let 
the payment go, not to the parent but to 
the undertaker. The burial clubs, he thinka, » 
would serve the purpose of the insurance 
sucieties and woeld present uo temptation 
to crime.

A Wery Strong Man. 

Recently Louis Cyr, the strongest man 
in Canada, to whom we have several times 
referred before, was presented with a mages 
ficent championship Felt at the Queen’s Hall, 
Montreal, by appreciative citizens. Cyr is 
a French Canadian. He was born in St. 
Johns, Quebec, twenty-seven years ago. He 
is a large man, lacking but an inch and a 
half of six feet, and weighing 318 pounds. 
His last and biggest lift was 3,993 pounds. 
‘* My first lift,” he told a reporter, ‘‘ was in 
this way : There was a load of bricks—over 
a ton, ess—stuck in a hole in the road 
and the horse couldn’t pull it out. I was 
only seventeen, but was a big fellow, weigh- 
ed 240 pounds, and I got.underneath the 
cart and lifted it off the ground and got it 
out, 

** Then I tried to see what I could do, and 
have never had any difficulty in lifting 2,500 
pounds since then. My mother was very 
strong. She could always carry a. barrel of 
flour up to the second flat. She weighed 
265 pounds. My father weighed 220, but 
could not lift more than any other men. 
None of my brothers are stronger than other 
men, My temperance ohne gent I abstain- 
ed two years ago from liquor and tobacco ; 
before that, used to take them regularly. I 
am three times better off since then. I gain- 
edinstrength enough to lift 700 pounds 
more in these two years. Liquor is a bad 
habit, anyway. ‘fobacco, too much of it is 
bad. I am three times better off since I gave 
them both up. 

**T eat five or six pounds of meat a day ; 
eat as much as three woodchoppers. It 
would make you hungry, perhaps, to see me 
atdinner. They charge me double board; 
never mind, I pay it. Iam always gaining 
in strength—I guess I was born that way— 
and I guess I will lift 4,500 before I get 
through. The record for lifting? Well, 
you know, I lift everything without a har- 
ness ; that is, just with my hands, and not 
with a strap slung over my back. The 
record for lifting with harness is 3,239 
pounds, made by W.B. Curtis, of New York 
in 1862. You see I got ahead of that even 
without harness, I have lifted 535 pounds 
with my forefinger, and have put 4 barrel 
of cement, over 300 pounds on my shoulder 
with one hand.” ;

lay of two weeks resulted in an average loss 
in the two e iments of more than half 
the crop, or about 18 bushels per acre ; that 
is, while the first sowing gave an average of 
37 bushels per acre, the third gave only 19, 
and the sixth only a little more than 10 bush- 
els per acre. This means a great deal to the 
farmers of the country as Mr. Saunders 
shows. Taking as the fests ofhis reckoning 
the ‘ Statistics of Crops in Ontario,” for 
1890, in which the area under bar. 
ley is estimated at'701,326 acres Mr. 
Saunders reckons that ‘‘ should one half the 


8 | average loss which has been shown to have 


occurred in the experiments at Ottawa, be 
taken as the basis for an estimate, it would 
appear that the farmers of Ontario may lose 
by a delay of one week in the time of seed- 
ing over 34 millions of dollars on the barley 
crop alone, and by a delay of two weeks, 
taking the average results of the two ex. 
periments, more than 3} millions, estimat- 
ing the value of barley at 50 cents per bush- 
el.” As to spring wheat the loss proportion- 
ately is not so great, being about one sixth 
of the whole where seeding has been delayed 
one week, and one-fourth where it has been 
deferred for two weeks. Nevertheless the 
loss is not inconsiderable, for taking spring 
wheat at 90 cents per bushel, it is found tha 
a delay of one week in sowing shows a pos- 
sible shrinkage in the value of the crop of 
Ontario of $473,879, anda delay of two weeks 
$744,669.

Mr. Bradlaugh became best known to the 
world at large by the struggle over his ad- 
mission to Parliament, He had been a candi- 
date for Northam in 1868 and had been 
defeated, but in 1880 he was elected .with 
Labouchere. He objected to taking the 
oath. “On my trne faithaa a Christian,” 
but it was decided that he was not en- 
titled to affirm, as are Jews, Quak- 
ers, and other. Then he demanded that 
he should be sworn, but the Ho voted 
that he should be allowed neither to’ swear 
nor to affirm, and it was this action which 
the House soleunly rescinded recently, 
Bradlaugh affirmed at his own risk and took 
his seat, but was sued, and the case was de- 
cided against him. A long struggle result- 
ed, Mr. vn being thrice re-elected by 
Northampton. Whenever a new session of 
Parliament began he a peared and attempt- 
ed to take his seat, which he was not per- 
mitted to do until 1886, when the Opposition 
weakened, the Speaker refusing to it 
his previous transactions to be minke the 
basis for motion. Mr. Bradlaugh there.

y winning respect th€reafter in the House 
by his abilities and strongsense.

Chincse Justice. 


In many respects the Chinese are a most 
rational and practical race. Here isa case 
in point : During « recent antiforeign-devil 
riot at some place between Tong-tu and 
Kaiping, the mob, by way of emphasizing its 
patriotic sentiments, destroyeda good length 
of the railway that has recently been carried 
through the district. The local Mandarin, 
instead of using the forces under him to 

nell the riot, sent his soldiers to aesist in 
¢ pious work. The embankments were 
leveled for some distance, and the rails 
thrown into the river, and an attempt was 
made to destroy the bridges. 

Mr. Kinder, the head engineer ot the line 
laid the state of the case before the Toatoi 
of Tientsin, who is the head director of the 
undertaking. The Toatoi sent for the 
Mandarin, and addressed him chus : 

* To please yourself and friends you have 
destroyed the railway track. To please me 

will put it back just as it was before. 
Tl cas month from to-day, the trains are 
not running the same as before, you lose 
your head, and bag family and ancestors 
are disgraced. Mr. Kinder estimates the 
damage and loss by non-running of trains at 
50,000 teals (about $62,500), which sum you 
will have to pay out of your own funds to 
the company. For labor, all your officials, 
soldiers, and townsfo.k will work as you 
direct, receiving no money for their labor, 
and all salaries are — until the re- 

irs are complete. should sppoint a 

rd of punishment to return with you 
with power to torture and imprison any 
one who makes the least disturbance or 
trouble.” 

The Mandarin begged tor mercy onthe plea 
that, as the country was all under water, he 
could not possibly get mud and stones 
wherewith to build the embankments. The 
Toatoi saw the force of this plea, and said 
he would give him a chance. He could pull 
down any of his forts he liked in order to 
provide material for the repair of the rail- 
way, and he would give him three months 
after the railway was completed to rebuild 
his forts at his (the Mandarin’s) own ex- 
pense. In rather under three weeks the trains 
were runni in, and they are now re- 
building the forte. How long would it have 
taken to hring about the same results in 
Exgland !—{London Truth. 


The Garth Smoked Beneath the Great Coils 
of the Pursuing Serpent. 


A certain business man of Toronto isa 
Frenchman, who spent several years in South 
Afrion before he came to Canada, While a 
resident of Africa he went lion hunting 
sereral times, and, while he killed no lions, 
he met with a number of very exciti 
ventures. In the gentleman's own estima. 
tion the most exciting of his African hant- 
ing adventures was a race with an immense 
anaconda, the largest snake found in that

Agriculture in Ontario. 
Speaking at the annual meeting of the 
Toronto board of trade the other day, the 


president, Mr, John I. Davidson, said :, 


** We rejoice in the fact that during the past 
year the agricultural interest in Ontaric 
was sensibly improved. It is true the crops 
did not the promise which they gave 
at one time ; yet they reached an all-round 
good average, and the demand for them was 
active at fair prices. With the fear of the 
McKinley bill before their eyes farmers 
hurried the bulk of their grain to market 
early in the season, instead of holding for a 
joasible rise later on, as many often do. 
Such of their live stock as are usually sold to 
American buyers were disposed of in the 
same way,and itis now stated that there 
is an absolute scarcity ofsheep in man 
parts of the province. But the British de- 
mand for cattle, sheep and cheese was also 
exceptionally good, and the exports to that 
market have reached large figures. As acon- 
nence of this activity farmers have hand- 
led more money than usual during the 
autumn months of the year, store accounts 
have been more promptly paid, and the gen- 
eral business tone of the country has been 
amended. One of the best tests of the farm- 
er’s condition is the way in which he has 
been able to take up his notes for implements 
and throughout Ontario and Quebec these 
notes have been paid up better than for years 
past.” The brilliant future Ontario has in 
store was next noticed by Mr. Davidson, 
and a comparative table was given of this 
province's richness in crop yields compared 
to the most fertile states of the Union. It 
showed that Ontario's yield per acre in the 
stapld.cereal crops was far ahead of any of 
the States farther south.

The Indians of British Columbia, unlike 
their confreres in Oregon and Washington 
Territory, are as a rule peaceful and law 
abiding, and one reason is, they have ever 
been justly and humanely treated, both by 
the settlers and. the various Governmenta 
that have existed in the country since the 
first t immigration of white men in 1858, 
Another reason is, they have learned to re- 
spect laws thatareim ially administere 1, 
alike to the Red and White man, the settlers 
and natives (thanks to this), never having 
been brought into collision by deeds of vio- 
lence, entertain no bitter hostile feelings te- 
wards one another; indeed, their relations 
are characterized by amity and fellowship— 
they are matually dependant on one another 
e-the settlers want labourera and the In- 
dians want labour. ¢ 

The Indians are now, whatever may be 
said to the contrary, more comfortable and 
quite as independent as formerly, when the 
ranged the country, ‘‘sole monarchs of all 
they surveyed”; they have learned ‘to ap- 
preciate the luxuries of civilization, and 
they are able to earn a fair share of them by 
their industry. 


The Indians possess a singular degree of | 


acuteness and penetration, but at the same 
time they are very childish, confiding and 
sensitive ; they have a great idea of their 
own dignity, and are as proud and jealous 
as the Hebbheadora of Scotland were two 
centuries ago. 

The Roman Catholic clergy with their us- 
ual selfidenying philanthropy have freel 
mixed with the natives, and have by unfail- 
ing sympathy ard kindness won their confi- 
dence and respect. The priests possess great 
influence with the natives, and it has been 


rather arbitrary manner, but it must be 
acknowledged that they always show their 
influence on the side of decency and order, 
The Indians have many peculiar habits and 
customs that must be very disgusting and 
shocking to their instructors, whether Cath- 
olic or Protestant, such as swapping their 
wives and selling their daughters, to say 
nothing of their leathsome practice of ex- 
huming their dead every now and then, and 
dressing the mouldering in new garments and 
holding a feast or Patlatch in their honour, 

The Indian's religion is purely emotional, 
and they will join in religious services with 
great ferveur, but they c..nnot carry it into 


their daily life ; they will refuse to eat meat 


on Friday, or to work on Sunday, but think 
nothing of petty stealing or lying. Under 
the taflnanice of the priests, polygamy is 
dying out, and few of the men have more 
than one wife at a time, but their domestic 
relations are devidedly complicated, owing 
to their propensity for trading their wives 
-—gometimes for new ones, sometimes for 
houses ; there seems to be no real love or 
affection amongst them, save in some rare 
instances between father and son, or mother 
and daughter, though they always mourn 
and lament over their dead relatives, and 
pay their debts in a most exemplary manner, 
superstition, no doubt, having a great deal 
to-do with this, as they are horribly afraid 
of the spirits of the dead. 

The Indians are inveterate gamblers and 
will often gamble away every rag of clothing 
they possess, even the garments they are 
wearing, and leave themselves in # state of 
utter destitution, 

Their civilization is very much retarded 
by their passion for strong drink, for in 
spite of the stringent Canadian laws the In- 
dians in the interior of British Columbia 
can get all the whiskey they want, and they 
do get it. The settlers are all too indolent 
and apathetic to try to put an end to prac- 
tices that may eventually bring ruin on 
themselvés as well as demoralization to the 
unfortunate Savages. 


Let us take a glance at one of their en-' 


campments. On the bank of a clear shjning 
river under the shade of a clump of cotton 
and alder trees stands a small Indian encamp- 
ment. Some of the lodges are made of rush 


mats thrown over a circular frame of poles. 


An aperture is left at the top for the escape 


of the smoke from the fire which smoulders ' 


in the centre of the lodge ; the door is made 
by simply throwing back an end of one of the 
rush mats and opening a space sufficient for 
the ingress and egress of the oceupants. In 
this encampment civilization has made some 
progress, and you may see a number of well- 
made tents. These are mostly used by the 

ounger members of the community who 
ike to imitate the whites in all things good 
and bad. The elders prefer their old 
manners and customs, possibly because their 
habits were fixed before the whites settled 
in the country, and it is impossible for them 
to change now, though nothing seems to 
delight them more than to see their sons 
and daughters growing up in the ways of 
civilization. The occupants of the tents are 
all well dressed and their surroundings 
comfortable, if not luxurious.

A bill is shortly to be introduced into par- 
liament for the purpose of vesting in a body 
of trustees the property in Stratford-upon- 
Avon, known as Shakespeare’s birthplace, as 
well as other property connected with his 
name, and also to provide for the mainten- 
ance of the library and museum in the house 
in Henry street. The bill appointsas trus- 
tees the lord lieutenant of the county of 
Warwick (which office is at present held b 
the Right Honorable Lord Leigh), the high 
steward, the mayor of Stratford and the 
town clerk, the vicar of the parish, Mr. 
Cyril E. Flower, who has done so much to 
further the interests of Stratford; Mr. 
Edward Flower, Mr. Henry Graves, Mr. 
Frederick Haines, Sir Arthur Hodgson, who 
was for some time mayor of Stratford, and 
the owner of one of the finest properties in 
the neighborhood, Mr. Henry Irving, Sir 
Theodore Martin and Mr. S. Timmins as 
life trustees, They are to form a body cor- 

rate under the title of ‘‘ The Trustees and 

uardians of Shakespeare's Birthplace.” 
They will have power to receive donations 
and.subscriptions in money, as well as gifts 
of books, pictures, objects of art or anti- 
quity, which are illustrative of the times or 
works of Shakespeare. One power of absorb- 
ing interest which cannot be too greatly in- 
sisted on and which will bear a great deal 
of repetition is the clause in the bill that en- 
ables the trustees to purchase Ann Hatha- 
way’s cottage, as well as Mary Arden’s 
house at Wilmecote. 


The Last Wolf in Scotland. 


In Scotland the honor of slaying the last 
wolf is contested by Clan Cameron and Clan 
Mackintosh, the former attributing it to Sir 
Ewen Cameron of Lochiel, who killed his 
wolf in A. D. 1680, while the Mackintosh 
recalls how, when about that same period 
the ni primeval forest of Duthill was de- 
stroyed by fire, all the surviving wolves 
sought refuge onone wooded knoll, which 
somehow escaped the general conflagra ‘ion, 
and were thence driven out and slain by the 
people -all save one very large gaunt gray 
wolf, which escaped and fled across the hille 
to the neighborhood of Moyhall. On his way 
thither he encountered a woman with. two 
little children, both of whom he killed, 
aud the wretched mother half dead with 
terror, fled while the monster was devouring 
his prey. 

Great was the alarm throughout the dis- 
trict, for the wily wolf eluded every actempt 
to circumvent him. Then Mackintosh sum- 
moned his clansmen and vassals to combine 
in hunting down this murderer ; so from far 


and near they assembled in the gray dawn

A lady who was 
among the survivors of the disastrous 
Armagh railway accident, and received £800 
damages for injuries she sustained, brought 
further action against the railway company 
in respect to her infant, which was peu 
prematurely after the accident, and was so 
malformed that it will probably be an en- 
combrance for life. The Judges held that 
the company had entered into no contract 
to carry the unborn babe. They had issued 
nc ticket for it, and had no know ledge of ite 
being on the train. In the eye of the law 
the mother was the carrier of the babe, and 
not the reat company, and she must bear 
the responsibility. The mother was non-suit- 
ed accordingly.

** He that taketh not his cross and follow- 
eth after Me is not worthy of Me.” 

What ought a Christian to give up! A 
Christian ought to be willing to give up 
everything. Christdid. He who went out 
of the Jerusalem gate, along the way of sor- 
rows, bearing His cross—what kept He for 
Himself? He gave His life. -And He asks 
us to give Him our lives, every day and in- 
stant of them, every achievement and ambi- 
tion and pleasure of them—our whole life 
He asks, without anything kept back from 
Him. 

That is one of the notable facts about the 
teaching of Jesus Christ—that He taught 
that His followers must be ready to give u 
for His sake everything—everything ! ‘‘He 
that taketh not his cross and followeth after 
Me is not worthy of Me.” The burden is 
notan easy one, and the path is not a 
smooth one. But here isthe Master's word. 
You see what it is that Christ wants. He 
wants entire allegiance. He wants complete 
self-surrender and consecration. 

As a matter of fact, however, a t 
many Christians are like Redwold, King of 
Kent, who was willing, you remember, to 
adorn his royal chapel with a great, splendid 
and conspicuous altar to the name‘of Christ, 
bnt who kept also, away in an obscure cor- 
ner, a little glimmer of fire ablaze upon a 
dingy little altar to the devil. They are like 
the nun in the French monastery, in the day 
of a monastic reformation, who was willing 
to surrender all the worldly thi she 
had—her handsome garments, her jewels, 
the pleasant furnishings of her room, the 
delightful companionship of her books 
—everything, except a little silver key, 
which unlocked the gate of a little garden 
wherein she was wont to walk. 

A good many Christians, I say, are such 
as this. Iam and youare. Is it not so? 
Whether anybody else needs to be reminded 
of the duty of entire allegiance or not we 
do. Who can plead innocent ? Christ asks 
everything. e must be willing for His 
sake, He said, to leave houses and lands, 
wealth and pleasure ; whosoever loves fath- 
er, mother, wife or child, more than Him is 
not worthy of Him. That is a hard saying. 
Christians must put Christ emphatically first. 
He asks us, for His sake, to be willing to 
give up anything and everything. 

And so when one comes and says, ‘ I 
would like to join the church ; I would like 
to give my heart to Christ—but must I give 
up dancing if I do 1—because if I must give 
up dancing I won't do it,” the answer is, 
** Dear child, the Lord wants you to be 
willing for His sake to give up dancing, and 
perhaps He doesn’t ; wecan decide that 
afterward, But to-day He wants your will, 
your heart, your life-—the whole of it. He 
wants it without conditions. If you cannot 
come willing to give up whatever can be 
shown to be against His will, you are not 
ready to come yet.” 


But let us understand distinotly, just 


here, that Christ does not ask the Christian | i 


to give up anything just for the sake of giv- 
ing itup. The line between the church and 
the world is not an imaginary line, is not an 
arbitrary line drawn by priests and theo- 
logians. It is a line both natural and neces- 
sary. Whatever stands on one side of that 
line is Christian; whatever stands on the 
other side it un-Christian, The line is drawn 
between the good and :he not-good. Christ 
does not ask any Christian to give up any- 
pas without a clear and reasonable reason 
or it. 

It used to be thought, a good while ago, 
that there was virtue in mere self-denial. 
Men used to think there was something ex- 
ceedingly meritorious in itself in the act of 
him who gave up the pleasures of society 
and sought the solitude of some uncomfort- 
able, damp cave. To wear an iron collar, 
to beat one’s back with a stout whip of knot- 
ted cords—these things, men thought, were 
of themselves pleasing to God. The more 

i &@ man bat the more  satis- 
faction God had in the man. But we 
know now thet all that is the fruit of an an- 
cient and — heresy. Christianity 
is, above all else a reasonable religion. Pain 
for the sake of pain, giving up for the sake of 
giving up, has no place in it. Christ asks 
no Christian to give up anything without a 
plain and adequate reason for it. 

I may seem, at first, to contradict this 
statement, when I say that Christ asks 
Christians to give up some good things. 
Christ asks Christians to give up some 
things which are distinctly . Houses 
and lands are good, yet He asked the sacri- 
fice of them, when there was need. The 
joys of home are good, the love of wife and 
child are good unspeakably ; yet a time ma 
come when Christ should ask, as He sai 
the sacrifice even of these. Sometimes a 
man’s country asks that sacrifice. And, 
though these sterner sacrifices may come 
seldom, or come not at all, Christ asks every 
day from every Christian a sacrifice of some 
things that are good. 

Christ asks Christians to give up good 
thi when? When the "eed fines 
stand in the way of better things. 

Everybody who has a profession, or an 
ambition, or any earnest purpose in life, is 
bound to give up some good things. No- 
body in this world can do everything. He 
must make a choice. We cannot read 
everything, oor know everything. That 
is one of the hard lessons which every r 
student has to learn—that lesson of limita- 
tion. We must be content to let seme books 
go unread, and some truths go unknown. 

Every earnest citizen of this planet has to 
make a choice ge things which are good. 
red fee -veabe who had won high rank 

fame by deeds of bravery, said to a 
friend who ventured to envy him : ‘“* Stand 
off 40 paces here and let me fire at you 20 
times with this revolver. I have endured 
that and worse than that and more times 
than that. I have had to sacrifice safety to 
win my prize.” ae can be 
without paying for it. You must give up 
something before you can get it. No man 
ever attained anything without giving 
up something good. 

Whatever good thing interferes with the 
high purpose of the ideal Christian life, a 

isti must give up. Pleasure is a 
good thing. But sometimes Christ may 
demand the sacrifice of pleasure. If mere 
pleasure takes time which we should be 
using in more Christian ways, if the engage- 
ments of society interfere with the engage- 
ments of religion then the Christian must, 
so far, give pleasure up. 

This is the solution of the problem of 
amneements. When itis s that 2 
Christian should give something up, many 
people think at once of the relation between 
religion and amusements. We set down, as 
a plain principle, that amnsement is a good 

‘thing. [tisaneed of human nature We 


‘all the problems. Make men Chris 


self-denial and salf-sacrifice. Self-denial 
means to give up; saying “no ”—to give u 
something bad because it is bad. But self- 
sacrifice means to give up, saying “* yes "—to 
give up something good for sake of 
something better. There is some inspiration 
about that! Christ never asks us to den 
ourselves anything that is good, but He 
always asks us to give up the good asa 
sacrifice in the service of the better. “‘ Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God and His right- 
eousness.”’ 

Self-sacrifice is a very test of the 
genuineness of one’s Christianity. If we are 
really interested or in earnest about a pur- 
pose, we will set that first, naturally, Others 
will have time for this occupation, and for 
that vacation, and for various kinds of reo- 
reation, but we will be intent upon our pur- 
pose. In that direction we will bend our 
reading, leaving whole libraries of pleasant 
books unread. Towards that end we will 
direct our energies, using our time for the 
mivancement of our purpose, ing plans 
and achieving them, all that way ; keepin 
that supreme intention of our lives in min 
constantly, This is the behaviour of a 
ti who is very seriously in earnest. 
whole life is a continual sacrifice of the good 
for the sake of the better. There is not 
much regret mingled with the sacrifice. He 
is quite satisfied with the in. Is’n it 
a good one? To pay the good,. and with it 
buy the better—is not that a trade which 
any sensible will make with abundant 
cheerfulness ? And that is what the man of 
earnest purpose is forever doing. 

But the earnest Monies every Christian 
ought to be to’ follow Christ. @ want to 
be disciples whom the Lord will not pro- 
nounce unworthy. The supreme attainment 
of our life is to deserve Christ’s approbation. 
And we can tell, every one for himself, 
whether we are trying very, very hard after 
that, And other or e can tell, too, after a 
fashion, by watching our behavior. If the 
making of money ever geta to be first and the 
obedience of Christ, second, in a man’s life 
—that shows where the man’s heartis ; that 
shows that his heart is down here where his 
treasure is. If the pleasures of society ever 

it to be first ina woman’s life, and the do- 
or of the will of Christ, second—that shows 
where the woman’s heart is, Will. you give 
up a chance to make $100 in order to deserve 

rist’s approbation ? Will you forego a 
luxury, that you may minister to the neces- 
sity of some of your needy brothers and sis- 
ters, who are Christ’s representatives and 
impersonations, He says—will you do that? 
In speech, in dress, in the drawing of social 
lines, in trade, in the employment of time, 
in the spending of money—will you set plain 
before you the bl Master, going on 
along the road, asking you to follow ? 
That is a test of the ity of religion. 

Church attendance is a small part of it; 
accurate theological believing is a small part 
of it; position among the parish workers is 
a part of it. These are of value. But 
allegiance to Christ at home is the essential 
of religion. Allegiance to Christ behind the 
counter, and in the office, is the test of re- 
ligion. To be a Christian on Monday,

It came 
80 suddenly and without warning that 
few of the men in the section of the 
eastern slope, where the disaster occur- 
red, eacsped, although some of the work: 
men inthe vicinity were able to get 
out Over 1,000 men were at work 
at the time, but those in the other 
slopes easily made their exit, 
The ciuse of the explosion is not 
known butit is thought by some to have 
been caused by an outbreak of gas which 
had formed while the men were at their 
meals. Another theory, and it is the 
most generally accepted,is that the cause 
was due to a blcw out shot in one of the 
fords. The mine had been inspected 
on Friday by a Government official and 
a fow «lays previously by a committee of 
workmen and pronounced perfectly safe. 
As may easily be understood, the appal- 
ing character of the affair has completely 
the inhabitants to Springhill. 
Thousands have been flocking to the 
scene all day from the surrounding 
country, many because of curiosity and 
others to lend assistance to the grief- 
stricken widows and orphans and other 
stunned and bereaved ones. The posi- 
tion of about 50 of the dead men showed 
that they were not killed by the force 
of the explosion, but were overcome by 
and succumbed to the deadly fire-damp 
while trying to escape. To-day one 
meets every-where women and children 
weeping piteously. The deepest gloom 
settled over the whole community. 
Up to midnight 96 bodies have been 
taken out, and the searching parties are 
still at work. There will be a public 
funeral on Tuesday. 
- Aa appeal for aid has been sent broad- 
cast over the land. Seventy thousand 
~ dollars are asked for to alleviate the suf- 
ferings of the fifty-one widows and ]57 
~ children left fatherless “by the xad 
calamity.
